MONTGOMERY, Jan. 15.—Two 
brothers who entered Kilby prison

These spinster sisters, 84 
and 88 years, had once seen better 
day Now the great white plague 
had seized them and neither could 
work. One had not left her bed 
in 20 monthsfnor spoken above a 
whisper in all that time, on account 
of the disease having stilled her 
voice, ‘The other was able to sit 
up part of the time. Their tumbled 
down house had doors that would 
not shut; there were broken win- 
dows and a useless heater, 

With the exception of $9.00 a 
month provided by the county their 
medicine, food, clothing and care 
were given by neighbors, who some 
days dropped in and some days for- 
got. They could not be taken to} 
the almshouse because of the dan- 
ger to others. No funds were pro- 
vided for a separate home. 

These are the reasons for the 
building, but the motive was the 
tender heart of the county nurse 
whose wards they were, who, to 
use her own words, “Just couldn’t 
bear to see them start another win- 
ter hungry, sick and cold.” 

November 12 last year, the two 
middle-aged patients were moved 
into their home which had been 
made bright with flowers by the 
loving hands of the nurse. Warm 
meals ave been carried by ‘Miss 
Anna,” the kindly almshouse ma- 
tron, During the year’s time the 
bed-ridden invalid has regained her 
voice and has gained in weight.

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AUDIT SHOWS ALA- 
BAMA DEFICIT OVER 
EIGHTEEN MILLIONS 


MONTGOMERY, Jan, 18.—Ala- 
bama's floating debt, September 1, 
1981, was $18,665,8838.40 and it 
will require approximately $30, 
000,000 to place the State’s finan 
ces upon a sound basis, said the 
audit of F. Hopkinson Smith, 

The audit was released to the 
publie Sunday by Governor B. M, 
Miller so “they might know and 
understand the condition of the 
State’s finances.” It was made un- 
der the term of an act by Speaker 
Alf Tunstall, passed by the recent 
Legislature, which appropriated 
$40,000 and authorized the Goy- 
ernor to secure a private auditing 
firm to ascertain the exaet amount 
of Alabama’s deficit. 

The Smith audit, which is a 
leenthy and technical document, is 
considered the first step by Gov- 
ernor Miller toward rehabilitating 
the State’s financial system. The 
report of the Brookings Jiustitute 
which will be a survey of state and | 
county government with ultimate 
reorganization as a goal, is con- 
sidered the second step. 

Governor Miller will appoint a 


study the Brookings report when 
it is received in March, They will 
draft measures incorporating sug- 
gestions made in both the Smith 
audit and the Brookings survey to 
be introduced at an extraordinary 
session of the Legislatxre which 
will probably be convened the last | 
of March or early in April. 

The Smith audit shows that the 
accumulated deficit on September 
30, 1926, or at the beginning of | 
the Graves administration, wag on- 
ly $4,241,782.10, and the State] 
since that time hus been expend- 
ing money each year in excess of 
its income. 

Expenditures exceeded Ala- 
bama’s income $1,009,687.28 for 
the fiscal year 1926-27; $2,081,- 


709.00 for 1827-28; $3,290,126.49 
for 1928-29; $8,181,847.87 for 
1929-30; and $4,850,730.66 for 
1930-81. Although the deficit for 
the fiscal year just closed is large- 
ly in excess of that of any previous 
year consideration must be given to 
the fact that the income of the 
general fund was $3,000,000 under 
that for the year 1929-30. 

The estimated deficit for the end 

of this fiscal year—October 1, 
1982, will be approximately $6,- 
000,000. The audit says “In mak- 
ing this estimate I am advised that 
consideration was given to an an- 
ticipated further decrease in in- 
come and to the fact that appro- 
priations were increased at the last 
session of the Legislature.” 
The 18 million dollar deficit of 
the State was caused by appropri- 
ations against the general fund of 
the State greatly exceeding all an. 
ticipated revenue. During the fis- 
sal year 1930-31, for example, the 
total receipts for the general fund 
were $10,499,592.55 and 
the expenditures for current ap- 
propriations aggregated $8,753,- 
252.42, leaving. a balance of $1,- 
746,340.13 to meet all other ap- 
propriations. 

Yet the permanent appropria- 
tions payable out of this balance 
aggregated $6,597,408.10. These 
ave fixed legislative appropriations 
for state schools which amount to 
$3,189,640.45 and indefinite appro- 
priations made by the legislature 
to meet the annual deficiency of 
the Alabama _ special educational 
trust fund, created in 1927; pen- 
sions and interest on bonds of the 
State Docks Commission. These 
three items require $3,407,776.65. 
The expenditures of these appro- 
priations resulted in an excess of 
the general fund expenditures over 
all receipts of $4,850,730.66 for 
the past fiscal year. 

Included in the total outstanding 
warrants or the $18,000,000 deficit 
are certificated warrants of $65,- 
928,527.89. A certificated war- 
rant is an interest bearing certifi- 
cate of the indebtedness of the 
general fund, When a warrant 
reaches the state treasury and 
there are insufficient funds to pay 
it, the treasurer verifies so on the 
back of the warrant and fixes a 
time of payment. It is then taken 
to the First National Bank of Mont- 
gomery, the clearing house for all 
State warrants, the amount of the 
warrant is advanced and the State 
pays interest to the fixed maturity 
date. Then they are paid in full. 

The audit suggested the State 
Department of Examiners of Ac- 
counts trace all interest calcula- 
tions on warrants as some war- 
rants have been paid before ma- 
turity and it is possible Alabama 
is due certain interest refunds. 

“We are unable to find any spe- 
cific authority for the certification 
of such warrants other than the 
general appropriation act which 
appropriated, prior to 1931, $100,- 
000 per annum for the Governor’s 
interest contingent fund. We are 
informed that under a ruling of 
the Attorney General the treasury 
has the authority to certificate war- 
rans and pay interest from his 
fund, the theory being that the 
legislature would not have made 
this appropriation if they did not 
expect it to be used,

Coffee Farmers Receive 
$4,454.42 At Co-Op. Sales 


Farmers throughout the county 
last week received a total of $4,- 
454.42 through the co-operative 
sales of poultry and hogs, accord- 
ing to announcement of W. M. 
Ray, county agent, in charge of 
the sales. 

The poultry car which was sta- 
tioned at Elba, New Brockton and 
Enterprise received a total of 13,- 
500 pounds of poultry which 
brought in a total of $1,883.62. 

The co-operative hog sale at 
Elba brought the farmers $1,122.- 
20, while farmers of the Enter- 
prise section received at their sale 
a total of $1,448.60. The next 
co-operative hog sale will he held 
at Elba on Wednesday, January 27.

“The exact amount necessary to 
have been appropriated had not 
the rate been increased,’ says 
Smith, “is not definitely known but 
with the increasing mortality rate 
it is reasonable to suppose there 
would have been no burden of the 
general funds after 1927.” 

In discussing educational finan- 
ces the audit blames the heavy ap- 
propriations for schools against the 
general funds for the practice of 
certificating warrants. 

The indebtedness of the six Nor- 
mal Schools in excess of all paid 
and unpaid appropriations from 
the State is shown to be $782,988... 
04, The audit says since the 
amount of unpaid appropriations 
does not exceed the indebtedness 
of these schools the State should 
not be held liable. 

Terming condition of the State 
Highway Department “perilous,” 
the audit shows the set cash re- 
sources of the department over- 
drawn $1,848,044.84 before any 
provision was made for a sinking 
fund to take care of the interest 
on road bond issues, 

“We found the general ledger 
of the department out of balance 
approximately $170,000. No trial 
balances had been taken since Sep- 
tember 80, 19380, and errors that 
were made during October, 1930, 
which could have been easily locat- 
ed and corrected if sufficient atten- 
tion had been paid to the records. 

“Had there been adequate bud- 
get prepared and sufficient atten- 
tion paid to the handling of the 
various funds, there is no doubt 
the highway department would not 
have been in the condition it is 
today.” 

Considering the State treasury 
the audit says, “Under the act of 
1909 all funds were consolidated. 
Since that time the treasury has 
kept no records in detail of bal- 
ances in any fund; however, he 
has a record of receipts and dis- 
bursements from various sources. 

“Such receipts and disburse- 
ments could easily be worked into 
a record as to separation between 
funds and even though the act of 
1909 states that such abolition of 
separate funds should take place, 
we think it has been unfortunate 
that the treasurer has not kept any 
record of the separation of moneys 
of various sources and cannot help 
but believe that had such record 
been kept the present financial con- 
dition of the State could have been 
foreseen, if not forestalled.”

Report Submitted For 1931 


The annual report of the Coffee 


County Health Unit covering the}pama Counties have found clays 
12)on theie farms which they believe 


work done during the past 
months was released this week by 
Dr. W. A. Stanley, county health 
officer, 

Other members of the county or- 
ganization are Mrs, J. D. huss, 
nurse; J, C, Woley, county sanitary 
inspector, and Miss Wastelie ‘Taylor, 
secretary. 

These statistics show the death 
rate in Coffee County to be low 
in comparison with the birth rate. 
There were 258 deaths during 
1981 and 804 births, the rate be 
ing more than three times greater, 

During the year the health of- 
ficer and nurse reported the sum 
of 1,651 field visits and 419 office 
visits, Pour hundred sixty-six 
health talks were made with 19,- 
169 persons in attendance, Over 
1,000 pieces of literature pertain- 
ing to health were mailed out in| 
the county. 

The health officer and nurse ¢x-| 


amined 8,751 school children dur-| 
ing the year 19381, and inspected 
836 more—over 700 physical de 


fects were corrected, A great num 
ber of dental defects were ineluded | 
among these as Coffee was one of 
the counties in which a 100 per| 
cent dental correction campaign 
was waged, One hundred eleven 


tubercular examinations were 
made, 120 for communicable di- 
seases, 31 in maternity cases, 43 


in pre-school hygiene, Other ex- 
aminations numbered 8938, 

More cases of pellagra were re- 
ported to the health unit than any 
other disease, there being 228 in 
the county. Influenza was next 
highest with 97 cases reported and 
pneumonia third with 46 cases re- 
ported in 12 months, A small 
number of cight other communi- 
cable diseases were reported during 
the year, 

The unit immunized 5,828 per- 
sons against typhoid, 503 against 
diphtheria, 42 against smallpox, 
1,852 were given hookworm treat- 


ment, 
Nineteen midwives were under 
the supervision of the unit. Twen- 


ty attended group conferences and 
74 individual confe,ences were 
held with these. Hight hundred 
six treatments were given for so- 
cial diseases. 

The county sanitary inspector, 
J. C. Foley, inspected 5,852 prem- 
ises, 118 dairy and plant inspee- 
tions were made and 134 tests for 
tuberculosis in cows.

The 1981 fall pig survey showed 
an increase over 1930 in Alabama, 


The favorable relationship be- 
tween hog and feed prices during 
the fall and winter months of 
1980-81 resulted in finishing of 
hogs to heavy weights. .

HELD TO BE VALID 


MONTGUMERY, Jan. 26.—Up-| 
holding validity of the act of the 
present Legislature creating the In 


Alabama Court of Appeals, in 
opinion by Judge James Rice, 
pranted yesterday a writ of man 
damus directed to Circuit Judge 
W. LL. Parks requiring him — to 
transfer the case of Dan C, Bow- 
doin, charged with a misdemeanor, 
from the Cireuit Court to the In- 
ferior Court, under the provisions 
of the law creating the latter court. 
One of these provisions called for 
the transfer of pending misde- 
meunor cases in Coffee County 
from the Circuit Court’s docket to 
that of the new court, 

The petition of Bowdoin request- | 
ing issuance of a mandamus writ, 
was in the form of a test action 
to determine the constitutionality 
of the local law, especially as to 
its provision for transfer of the 
type of cases mentioned, from the 
Circuit Court to the newly-created 
lower court, In this petition, it is 
set out that the mandamus was 
sought after the circuit judge had 
refused to make the requested 
tranfer of Bowdoin’s case, the cir- 
cuit judge’s action being based on 
the then undetermined point as to} 
whether the local act concerned 
was constitutional or not. The 
whole matter of issuance of the 
mandamus or refusal to do so by 
the high court, hinged on this 
point. 

In support of the contention that 
the act was invalid, it was main- 
tained that the published notice 
of the bill which was later enacted 
into law, did not comply with sec- 
tion 106 of the Constitution in 
which are set out rules governing 
such publication. Another point 
raised, and a most unusual one, 
concerned the sufficiency of this 
notice, under the somewhat novel 
circumstances concerned, 

During the last session of the 
Legislature two bills were intro- 
duced, one in the House and the 
other in the Senate, on the same 
day, and on the basis of the same 
notice, these bills being identical, 
both creating and prescribing the 
powers and duties of the Inferior 
Court of Coffee County. The bill 
introduced in the Senate was there- 
after passed, but was vetoed by the 
Governor, prior to the subsequent 
passage of the House bill. The 
House bill was likewise vetoed by 
the chief executive, but was passed 
over his veto and became a law. 
In connection with the petition for 
mandamus, to the Court of Ap- 
peals, the question was raised 
whether or not the published no- 
tice was sufficient for both bills, 
the one that finally became a law 
and the one which passed into his- 
{tory with the original veto, 

The notice given was proper and 
sufficient, the Court of Appeals 
ruled, and did not become ineffect- 
ive because of the unsuccessful at- 
tempt to enact an identical law 
earlier in the same Legislative ses- 
sion, on the basis of the same 
notice.

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CAPITOL GUARDS 
ORDERED AFTER 
BOMBING THREAT 


MONTGOMERY, Ala,, Jan. 26 

A plot to bomb Alabamua’s his 
toric capitol revealed in a letter 
to a state official caused guards to 
be posted at the state house today, 
the Associated Press was authori- 
tatively informed tonight. 

A state official, who wished his 
name withheld, said that the letter 
was sent to John Brandon, state 
auditor, by a man in Birmingham 
who stated that he overheard four 
men in a depot there plotting the 
bombing. 

The bombing, the state official 
quoted the letter as saying, was set 
for either today or tomorrow and 
had as its intended victims Gover- 
nor B. M. Miller, William F. Iea- 


gin, director of the state board of 


administration, John Peach, legal 
advisor to the governor, and Roy 
Nolan, assistant director of the 


state convict department. 
Leader Called ‘Joe’ 

Full contents of the letter were 
not made known but the state of- 
ficial said that the leader of the 
quartet was described by the writer 
as being swarthy and was called 
“Joe” by his companions. 

According to the conversation, 
the letter said the bomb was to 
have been brought to the capitol 
by automobile and secreted near 
the state house. 

The state auditor was said to 
have delivered the letter immedi- 
ately to Governor Miller, and the 
guard, consisting of more than a 
dozen plain clothesmen from the 
Montgomery police department 
and Kilby prison were stationed at 
points of vantage about the capitol. 

Governor Miller and the other 
state officials declined to discuss
